He insists that no obliga- 
tion of comradeship should prevent 
the men from telling the truth, but in- 
dicates that such of the men as are 
guiltless may be re-enlisted. -^Secre- 
tary Taft says:

They 
came very near killing some one or more 
of three women and seven childiC'i TV ho 
were sitting: or sleeping in two of the 
lighted rooms intowhich they fired. r|'hey, 
in fact, did kill one man, wound another, 
and seriously injure the chief of police 
They accompanied their filing with ex- 
pression* indicating the malice w'nicli 
prompted their action. 


Second—"Within 10 minutes or mo~<* tf- 


ter this crime was co-nmitted. when the 
•whole £arnson was aroused by the noise 
of the fusillade ^nd by the eall to arms 
which followed it, the guiltv men return- 
ed to their places, and must have been 
among the last men to take their places, 
for the reason that the firing contmu-d 
after the formations had begun. The ab- 
sence of tho riles from the racks could 
not have escaped the attention of the 
sergeants who had the keys; and yet all 
the sergeants swear that the rifles were 
in the racks, untouched.

iverf> directed to ma'-'e the exnmination, 
the benefit of anything which they know 
tending to lead to a conviction of the 
pui!ty persons, there was a conspir.icv on 
fhe part of the many who must have 
known something of importance 'n this 
rejrarfl 
Thus the murderers were taken 


back into the battalion and protected 
entirely from punishment. 


These enlisted men took the oith of 


allegiance to the government, arid were 
to lie used under the law to mnirtnin its 
si-preiiacv. Can the government croperly 
therefore keep in its employ for the "pur- 
nose of maintaining law and older arv 
longer a body of men. from 5 to ]0 per 
cent of whom can plan and commit mur- 
der, and rely upon the silence of a num- 
ber nf their companions to escape detec- 
tion' Because thf-re mnv be innocent 
men in the battalion, must the govern- 
ment continue to use it to guard commu- 
nities of men, women and children wh"n 
It contain so dipterous nn element im- 
possible OL detection?
